know that sometimes I rem- 

So you won't 
be surprised if I approach the Civil 
War through the Black Hills of 
South Dakota where I was born 
and spent my girlhood. Perhaps 
I should explain here that I didn’t live in 
the Black Hills during the Civil War. 
Until 1876 that area was inhabited solely by 
Sioux Indians. I came along considerably 
later, and before me there were, of course, 
my parents, both New Yorkers. 


During its frontier period few Middle 
Westerners had come to the Black Hills 
Among our neighbors in Rapid City were 
New Englanders, New Yorkers, Texans, 
and a liberal sprinkling from other eastern 
and Many southerners 
came by way of Wyoming, having driven 
cattle there from Texas. 


All pioneers came to the Black 
Hills to help build a new country, and they 
didn’t waste much time in argument about 
past differences. As I recall the adult con-

Since I actually knew little about the 
Civil War until I was an adult, I have read 
with special interest Compton articles on 
the Civil War, its aftermath, and its heroes. 
So objective and dispassionate is their treat- 
ment that no major complaint or criticism 
has ever come to us from any section of the 
country. 

The main articles dealing directly with 
the Civil War and its aftermath are, of 
course, The Civil War, American; The 
Reconstruction Period; and The Confederate 
States.

“So we sang the chorus from Atlanta 
to the sea,” run the words of Henry Clay 
Work’s Civil War song “Marching through 
Georgia.” Punch, in an issue lampooning 
American fads and fancies, covers current 
interest in our Civil War by depicting one 
of the most disreputable of Sherman’s 
bummers adding and it damn near 
drove me crazy.” 

It’s almost enough to drive the li- 
brarian or collector nearly a hundred 
years after the war crazy too. What, of the 
mass of Civil War books published in the 
last hundred years, should be collected, 
should be on library shelves, should be 
read? Why this continuing interest in 
the American Civil War? 

The story of the Civil War is the com- 
mon heritage of all Americans—the de- 
feated Rebel and, sometimes, still defiant 
Southerner, the Yankee yeoman of New 
England, the Midwesterner whose region 
has known only one war on American 
soil, and Americans of later immigration 
now established in a new world and seek- 
ing American roots. More, our Civil War 
is a convenient war for reading. It had a 
beginning and an end. Though its causes 
reached back to the beginnings of na- 
tional existence and its effects are still 
with us, 1861-1865 is a tangible period. 
Its people, simply because they wore 
clothes which do not necessarily look like 
costumes, seem real in 1959. It was a one- 
language war in and in its 
records. Compared to later wars, it was 
a small war. It was a well-reported war.

Most of all, it gallant, heroic, 
exciting war. 

The total of books and pamphlets 
about the Civil War is variously esti- 
mated at from thirty thousand to fifty 
thousand, the variance representing dif- 
ferent experts’ definitions of what consti- 
tutes Civil War items. This year has 
already brought Burke Davis’ To Ap- 
pomattox, Philip Van Doren Stern’s Secret 
missions of the Civil War, Avery Craven’s 
Civil War in the making, and reprints 
of Phoebe Yates Pember’s A Southern 
woman's story and John Worsham’s One 
of Jackson’s foot cavalry. The 1958 fall 
season gave us one of the finest (and big- 
gest) books of recent years, Shelby Foote’s 
The Civil War, a narrative: Fort Sumter 
to Perryville. Other worthwhile fall books

included Glenn Tucker’s High tide at 
Gettysburg, Ludwell Johnson’s Red River 
campaign, Edwin H. Fay’s “This infernal 
war,” and (I hope) my own The Union 
reader. An unusual older text was made 
available in English for the first time in 
W. Stanley Hoole’s translation of Julius 
Scheibert’s Civil War narrative as Seven 
months in the Rebel states. Useful and 
readable reprints included FitzGerald 
Ross’s Cities and camps of the Confederate 
States, Lloyd Lewis’ Sherman: fighting 
prophet, J. F. C. Fuller’s The generalship 
of Ulysses S. Grant, H. B. McClellan’s The 
life and campaigns of Major-General 
J. E. B. Stuart (reprinted under title: I 
rode with Jeb Stuart) and Theodore F. 
Upson’s With Sherman to the sea. Among 
juveniles the late Douglas S. Freeman’s 
Lee of Virginia ranks as an exceptionally 
fine title among 1958 publications. 

Still they come. More than a hundred 
Civil War books in 1957. More than a 
hundred in 1958. Thirty thousand to date. 
Or fifty thousand. Discussion groups 
known as Civil War Round Tables have 
sprung up all over America and even 
abroad. There is a scholarly quarterly 
devoted solely to the war, Civil War His- 
tory, published by State University of 
Iowa. And the end is not in sight. The 
1961-1965 celebrations of the war’s cen- 
tennial years will give new impetus to 
Civil War reading and will inspire the 
writing of more Civil War books, good 
and bad. 

There is no adequate selective guide 
to Civil War reading. There are useful 
bibliographies, but they are inclusive 
within their special fields. Bibliographical 
essays incorporated in some books are 
often satisfactory qualitative estimates. 
But there is no inclusive guide. Dr. Free- 
man’s The South to posterity (1939; re- 
published 1951 with a _ single minor 
change) is useful as far as it goes, but a 
rough estimate would indicate that there 
must be fifteen hundred additional books 
since 1939, and The South to posterity 
treated only the Confederate side of the 
war. It has no counterpart for Yankee 
books. 
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Robert Lively’s Fiction fights the Civil 
War is a knowledgeable discussion of 
Civil War novels, but Mr. Lively’s point 
of view is that of the scholarly literary 
critic and his estimates are not based on 
the interests of the general reader. In an 
effort to provide a list of best novels of 
this type for the general reader, I pre- 
pared a list of a baker’s dozen of them in 
1956.* Thus far I see no reason to alter 
that selection. It includes Miss Ravenel’s 
conversion, by John W. DeForest; The red 
badge of courage, by Stephen Crane; The 
battle-ground, by Ellen Glasgow; The long 
roll and Cease firing, by Mary Johnston; 
Marching on, by James Boyd; John 
Brown’s body, by Stephen Vincent Benét; 
The wave, by Evelyn Scott; Peter Ashley, 
by DuBose Heyward; So red the rose, by 
Stark Young; Gone with the wind, by 
Margaret Mitchell; Bugles blow no more, 
by Clifford Dowdey; and Action at Aquila, 
by Hervey Allen. 

Similar guide-lists (no matter how 
personal) are needed for all areas of 
Civil War reading. New readers want and 
need help in developing their Civil War 
interests. Experienced readers in the field 
must help guide their interests along 
worthwhile paths. Publishers promote bad 
books as vigorously as they do good ones 
—sometimes more so. New readers must 
depend on the experience of other readers, 
librarians, and trusted booksellers to lead 
them to good books. 

The accompanying list represents a 
winnowing of the Civil War books of the 
last six years (books published 1953- 
1958). It includes general histories, per- 
sonal narratives, biography, accounts of 
single campaigns or battles, picture books, 
and novels. It includes new works and 
reprints. It includes accounts by partici- 
pants in the war and reconstructions by 
historians. An attempt has been made to 
give representative coverage of the areas 
involved in the war. An attempt has also 
been made to see that the views of both

sides are fairly represented. But the most 
important criterion in compiling the list 
has been quality: quality in writing and 
quality in reporting. Paperbacks have 
been omitted (necessitating the apparent 
neglect of Louisa May Alcott’s fine Hos- 
pital sketches), and new editions have 
been judged by the quality of newly in- 
corporated material as well as by that of 
the original text. 

A word of caution before proceeding 
to the list: It must be remembered that 
these are only books published or reis- 
sued in the last few years. Many of the 
finest of Civil War books are much older. 
Fortunately many of those—Margaret 
Mitchell’s Gone with the wind, Dr. Free- 
man’s R. E. Lee and Lee’s lieutenants, 
David Donald’s Divided we fought, Ben- 
jamin P, Thomas’ Abraham Lincoln, Mary 
Boykin Chesnut’s incomparable A diary 
from Dixie, Stephen Vincent Benét’s John 
Brown’s body, John W. Thomason’s Jeb 
Stuart, even G. F. R. Henderson’s much 
older Stonewall Jackson and the Ameri- 
can Civil War—are still in print and easily 
available for building new collections or 
strengthening older ones. 

Yes, the bugles still blow, the flags 
still wave, and America still remembers 
the Civil War.

Compton’s Pictured Encyclopedia and 
Fact-Index. 1958 ed. 15v. Chicago, F. E. 
Compton & Co. [c1922-58]. illus. ports.

Previous reviews of Compton’s Pictured 
Encyclopedia appeared in the Subscription 
Books Bulletin for October 1932, January 
1935, July 1939, October 1943, October 
1947, and January 1953. Through a policy 
of “continuous revision and continuous 
building” articles are rewritten and 
brought up to date and new articles are 
added to subject areas or to introduce 
new material. For purposes of this re- 
view the 1952 printing, used in the Janu- 
ary 1953 review, has been compared with 
the 1958 printing. 

The 16 pages of Consultants and Con- 
tributors listed in the first volume of 
Compton’s Pictured Encyclopedia indicate 
the subject or field for which each is 
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chiefly responsible. Many well-known 
authorities are listed here, for example: 
Dr. Arthur A. Allen, birds; Dr. Emmett A. 
Betts, phonics; Courtney R. Cooper, cir- 
cus; Will Judy, dogs; and Willy Ley, space 
travel. Guy Stanton Ford remains Editor- 
in-Chief. The publishers continue their 
policy of presenting unsigned articles and 
of including in the list of contributors 
names of deceased contributors whose 
basic articles have been retained and re- 
vised by other scholars and writers. 
Compton’s Pictured Encyclopedia is “an 
encyclopedic, alphabetically arranged sur- 
vey of the whole field of knowledge” de- 
signed for home, school, and library use 
by children and young people in the 
middle and upper grades through high 
school. The publisher has endeavored to 
present accurate and comprehensive sub- 
ject matter in an interesting way, using 
simple, clear language illustrated with 
numerous pictures and other visual de- 
vices. Much of the material can be used 
by children and young people since it 
takes into consideration the information 
needed at the age and grade level where 
the subject or interest normally arises. 
Topics which may be studied at several 
grade levels are arranged with the simple, 
general concepts of the subject at the be- 
ginning of the article. For the more ma- 
ture reader special ramifications are dealt 
with in greater detail toward the end of 
the article. The publishers suggest that 
this encyclopedia may be used by parents 
in a preschool readiness program. How- 
ever, many of the pictures of animals, 
trains, airplanes, and other subjects of 
interest to little children are small and 
have too many details to be used effec- 
tively in this way. Adults will find Comp- 
ton’s useful in helping children locate 
information. It may also be used by adults 
for their own general information and for 
articles written especially for them on 
important phases of family living. 
Compton’s is general in scope and is 
especially strong in broad subject area 
articles. Each volume has two parts, the 
text and the Fact-Index. Preceding the 
text in each volume is a feature called

“Here and There in This Volume,” which 


provides a guide to some of the material 
of general interest in the particular vol- 
ume. The text is an alphabetical arrange- 
ment of main articles with one or more 
complete letters covered in each volume. 
Compton’s general pattern is to use long 
articles on comprehensive subjects and 
refer the reader by means of cross refer- 
ences within the article and through the 
Fact-Index to facets of the subject found 
in other articles. The articles are factual, 
interesting to read, well illustrated, and 
reasonably up to date. Many text articles 
are followed by reference-outlines and 
bibliographies; the former serve as a study 
guide, the latter as a reading guide. Ref- 
erence-outlines point out the most signifi- 
cant features of a subject and indicate by 
volume letters and page numbers where 
the material on facets of a subject may be 
found within the set. For example, Con- 
servation organizes the subject into three 
main divisions: natural resources, human 
resources, and the history of conservation. 
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Related topics appear under each division. 
These outlines are helpful to the teacher, 
student, and youth group leader. Most 
of the bibliographies divide reading ma- 
terial into “Books for Young Readers” and 
“Books for Advanced Students and 
Teachers.” They are arranged alphabetic- 
ally by author within each group. For 
some few, such as Mythology, no age level 
is indicated, the bibliographies being ar- 
ranged by topic. In addition to being up 
to date the bibliographies are well se- 
lected, contain many titles to be found in 
such standard lists as the Children’s Cata- 


log and the Standard Catalog for Public’ 


Libraries, and will help interested readers 
find additional material. 

The Fact-Index, located with a thumb 
tab at the back of each volume, gives 
volume and. page numbers for information, 
pictures, maps, and reference-outlines in 
the set. It also includes lists, tables, and 
pronunciation of difficult words. “Fact 
Entries,” also a part of the index, are brief 
statements, giving information on subjects 
not entered in the text as articles. They 
contain volume and page references to 
any additional mention made of the sub- 
ject in text articles. The publisher states 
that more than _ 10,000 biographical 
sketches are given in “Fact Entries.” 
There is also information on such things 
as places, organizations, and literary 
works. The Fact-Index is a useful feature 
of Compton’s and it should be consulted 
first in looking up any subject. It locates 
all the material in the encyclopedia on a 
given subject, includes information not 
given in text articles and new material 
added in brief form. However, some of 
the text material referred to in the Fact- 
Index actually adds little information. 

The 1958 edition has many new and re- 
vised articles. Political upheavals and 
scientific discoveries have brought about 
many changes and additions to text ar- 
ticles and the Fact-Index. Information on 
the peacetime uses of atomic energy, for 
example, has been expanded from three 
fourths of a page in the 1952 edition to 
three pages in the 1958 edition. In the 


field of fine arts two which have been 
added are The Arts and Design. Accom- 
panied by modern illustrations and up- 
to-date bibliographies The Arts covers the 
visual arts, music, literature, drama and 
theater, and the dance. Other articles in 
this field, Drawing, Painting, Pottery and 
Porcelain, and Sculpture, have been re- 
written and enlarged. Painting is more 
than twice the length of the 1952 article, 
and the majority of the illustrations are 
now in color. Ten new biographies of 
artists have been added; among them are 
ones on Degas, Utrillo, Giorgione, and Sir 
Jacob Epstein. 

New, rewritten, and expanded articles 
have been added in many other areas in- 
cluding the social studies, education, 
science, and transportation. Airports and 
Air Traffic Control, included in Aviation 
in the 1952 edition, are now separate 
articles. The new article Space Travel 
covers the subject most comprehensively 
and gives recent developments including 
the Russian sputniks and the Vanguard 
firing in December 1957. The word “sput- 
nik,” however, does not appear in the 
Fact-Index, although it is mentioned in 
the text. 

Guided Missiles, a section added since 
1952, is illustrated with photographs and 
diagrams and gives early history as well 
as recent developments. 

An eight-page article International Re- 
lations has been added, and a new article 
Citizenship is included in the new edition. 
The material on Africa has been rewritten 
and expanded as have other articles about 
continents and nations. The article Asia 
makes note of the SEATO and Bandoeng 
conferences; the article Australia men- 
tions the White Australian Policy. The 
Hungarian revolt of 1956 is included in the 
new coverage of Europe, and the inde- 
pendence of Sudan has been brought into 
focus in the article Sudan. Ghana appears 
as a separate article, and this name ap- 
pears on the Hammond map of Africa. 
However, Jordan still appears in the text 
under Trans-Jordan while maps of Asia 
and Africa show it as Jordan. Officially 
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Thailand since 1949, this country is re- 
ferred to in two ways. It appears in the 
main text under its former name Siam, 
but on the map of Asia it appears as 
Thailand with Siam in parenthesis. There 
is still no recent history of the Dominican 
Republic. 

Two major areas of revision are the 48 
state articles and the biographies of the 
Presidents of the United States. Each 
state article is now divided into two parts. 
The first part is a pictured textual account 
which covers the geography, natural re- 
sources, industries, products, people, gov- 
ernment, educational and cultural facili- 
ties, and history. The second part is a fact 
summary shown by maps, graphs, tables, 
and drawings. Seven special maps, loca- 
tor, natural regions, products, places of 
interest, extent, historic, and political, ac- 
company each state article. The locator 
map at the beginning of each state article 
is more successful with the large states 
than with the small ones in helping chil- 
dren place that state in relation to others. 
Rhode Island, the smallest state, has an 
arrow device which might be used to good 
advantage with other small states. A 
sharper color contrast between the state 
being located and the rest of the map 
would also be helpful. Visual devices used 
in the Presidential biographies include a 
portrait of the President while in office, a 
facsimile signature, a time line chart 
showing principal events of preceding 
administrations, photographs of their 
homes, and tables listing main political 
events, world events, and important na- 
tional happenings during their administra- 
tions. The new articles give personal de- 
tails to bring out the human side of the 
Presidents. A new section called “Chil- 
dren in the White House” in the article 
White House gives interesting personal 
incidents. 

As new articles have been added, new 
reference-outlines have been added also, 
e.g., Canadian History, Citizenship, and 
Personality. Bibliographies have also been 
revised.

The new 
state maps, showing adjoining counties in 
contrasting colors, make the boundary 
lines for each county easier to follow than 
on the one-color state maps in the 1952 
edition. The new product maps for coun- 
tries now have these products represented 
by black-and-white figures on a white 
map shown against a blue background 
with the explanation of the symbols given 
underneath the map. These maps, in the 
1952 edition, had the products named on 
the map with the result that many names 
were too small and blurred to be easily 
read. : 

Another improvement been the 
changes in article subtitles which tend to 
make them shorter and more dignified in 
tone. The article Acids and Bases—“The 
Two Rival Armies of the Chemical World” 
has been changed to Acids and Bases-

Changed de- 
sign gives the introductory pages a neater 
look. The rewritten articles have addi- 
tional subheads which stand out clearly 
and make it easier to locate material. Ex- 
planatory legends on new all-picture 
pages located under each picture replace 
the numbered legends at the bottom of the 
page in older editions, and eliminate the 
younger child’s confusion in matching il- 
lustrations and numbered legends. 

In comparison with the 1952 edition, the 
1958 edition of Compton’s shows extensive 
revision of articles to bring them up to 
date or improve their readability, a better 
format, an extensive coverage of recent 
information, and improved visual devices. 
On the whole, Compton’s satisfactorily 
meets the informational needs of children 
and young people with accurate and com- 
prehensive information presented in an 
interesting manner with reading level and 
subject interest coordinated to cover a 
wide grade span. It is recommended for 
home, school library, and public library 
use with children and young people 
through high school. Libraries having the 
1952 or earlier editions will find the 1958 
printing a desirable replacement.
